““ALLOOATION OF GRANTS. . 
: yea 

The Forestry Commissioners, who 
will administer the £280,000 allocated 
to forestry from the unemployment 
fund, direct attention to the granta 
that are offered in the effort to relieve 
unemployment and promote afforesta- 
tion. As regards Jocal authorities, a 
fro grant of o fixed sum (approxi- 
mately 60 per cent. of the labour bill) 
is obtainable for every acre planted. 
For woodland owners who provide 
work for unemployed £3 per acre 
is the sum availablo, but where. 
the areas are covered with scrub the 
grant may amcunt to £5 in all. Thesa, 
grants are available only forwork cone 
during the next six months ; they are 
not to be confused with the condition: 
al advances offered under the Nerestry 
Act, 1919, which are temporarily in 
abeyance, : ; 
 L-ndowners are aleo invited to. 
place at the disposal of local authori- | 
ties areas to be cleared of standing 
scrub by the unemployed. Afforest- 
able land may also be leased to the 
Forestry Commissioners by ¢wnera 
who .do nct wish to undertake the 
planting of it themselves, but in this 
case only areas in the neighbourhord 
of: centres of unemployment will be 
considered. ; 


BIG OPIUM HAUL. 


Acting on information received, Re- 
venue Officers went out to the praasage 
between Lamma aud Cherneehan Is- 
Janda ‘at a.m., on Monday tv meet a 
small Chinese steamer which was 
ccming in’ from Haiphong with 
opium. They did not have long to 
wait before the vessel looted in 
sight and anchored in the passage. 
A waiting’ sampan immediately 
went alongside. The Revenue men 
immediately followed. and before the 
smugglers could hide their contraband 
or dump it over board, tkey had 
scrambled on board and seized it. 
In the Chinese mess, aft of the ship, 
were ten cases, which, when opened, 


were found to contain 10,000 taels of 
raw opium. The cases of opium were 
transferred to the launch and taken 
to the Import and Export Office. 


the Revenue Department was that 
a lounch was also going out to} 
meet the steamer. Th revenue men 
promptly seized the launch and wont 
out in her, after-placing the coxswain 
and the crew under arrest: 

No clue could be got on the spot as 
to who were in-charge of the opium 
on board the steamer, but the. re- 
venue-men are content to bide their' 
time, confident that further arrests 
‘would result once the crew of*the 
launch is given time to - think 
the matter, over. Then the. desire 
to save their vwp skins would make 
them ‘split’ on their confederates. 

At the usual Govixnment valuation 
of $12 per tael, the opium is worth a 
good. $120,000, so that the trouble 
was worth while. The seizure is the 
most interost'ng that has occurred for 
a long time, and developments will be 
eagerly awaited,
